We  have  made  a  thorough  search  in  our  archives 
and  can  find  no  trace  of  an  obituary  for  Mrs.  Thompson 
who  died  in  1847»   We  went  through  the  whole  year,  but 
there  was  no  obituary  for  her. 

The  Christian  Guardian  only  started 
publication  in  1829  so  there  is  no  record  of  anything 
before  that  date.   As  you  say  Col.  Thompson  died  in  1823 
I  am  afraid  we  would  not  be  able  to  trace  an  obituary 
of  him.

In  answer  to  your  request  of  the  15th  ins- 
tant for  information  regarding  the  Fraser  family  and 
the  34th  Regiment,  a  search  of  Archives  records  has  re- 
sulted in  the  follov/ing  information  being  found. 

V/illiam  Fraser,  Adjutant,  second  Battalion, 
King's  Royal  Regiment  of  New  York,  v/ife  and  three  chil- 
dren and  a  woman  servant,  appear  in  a  "Return  of  dis- 
banded troops  and  Loyalists  settled  in  township  No.  3 
(Catarao^ui) ,  mustered  5th  October  1784",  at  page  71,  vo- 
lume 3.  168,  Haldimand  Papers. 

William  Fraser  died  in  1788,  according  to  an 
affidavit  attached  to  a  land  grant  issued  in  favor  of 
Adjutant  V/illiam  Fraser  and  V/illiam.  Crawford,  on  22nd  Hay 
1798,  for  lot  5,  Con.  2  and  lot  17,  Con.  1,  Fredericks- 
burgh  township,  Lennox  county,  Middland  District. 

His  widow,  Elizabeth  Fraser,  married  Snsigxi 
Timotny  Thompson,  K.R.R,,  N.Y.,  of  Fredericksburgh,  at 
Ernesttown  on  6th  February  1791, 


On  9th  June  1802,  Elizabeth  Thompson,  vfife  of 
Timothy  Thompson  and  widow  of  late  Adjutant  V/illiam  Fra- 
ser, was  granted  lot  2  and  East  half  lot  6  concession  on 
south  side  of  Nappanee  River,  and  lots  12  and  13,  1,  2  and 
3  Gore  Concession,  V/est  half  lot  23  and  East  half  lot  24, 
concession  6,  Fredericksburgh  township. 

On  25th  February  1809,  Jane  G.  Clute,  wife  of 
John  G.  Clute,  petitions  for  land  as  the  daughter  of  late 
Adjutant  V'illiam  Fraser,  U.E.L.,  of  Fredericksburgh  town- 
ship. 

Record  of  Baptism  of  Jane,  daughter  of  V/illiam 
and  Elizabeth  Fraser,  on  7th  April,  1788,  at  Fredericks-
